termin by the Infaliible Dircction of a Prophetical 


Spirit, The Heathen Oracles themfelves, tho’ In- 
fluenc’'d by no other Spirit chan the Spirit of Error, 
were fometimes Fortunate in their fuccefsful Gueffes. 
Tho’ indeed they generally Dreft up their An{wers 
iufuch Ambiguous Terms, as to fave their Credit 
with their Credu!ous and Superftitious Votarics, 
whatever fhou’d be the Event of the thing Prog- 
nofticated. And therefore thofe words of Micasab, 
as Literally taken, woud be Inclufive of Perjury, 
not becaufe Coincident with the forefaid Predicti- 
ons of the Falfe Prophets, but becaufe Difagree- 
able to his After-Prophefy and the Fatal Iffue of the 
Battle. And if You your felf had this in View (as 
it isnot Improbable bur you might J) you fhou'd 
have the Matter in a Clearer light by Expredfing 
your Intention. 

But the forefaid words of the Prophet Micaiah 
are all Ironica!, and include a Charientiim. For 
a Charientifm is that Species of an_ Irony, 
Which couches a Difagreeable Senfe undér A- 
greeable Expreffions.

ple Difcharge of all the Artillery, and received with 
great Honors: That King Auguftus attended by thePrin- 
ces of Fruftemberg and Wittemberg, receiv’d his Maje- 


sy at his aigticangout of ms Coach, and accompanied 
iim to the Apartment prepard tor hun. The Letters 


from Paris May 3rft advile, that there ts a report, the’ 


States General have Granted Pafsports to the Duke of 


A'ba, and Count Bergheyck in Quality of King Phi.
